"Nitro benzine is an oil, a coal tar 


derivative. Its price has been raised 
somewhat by war causes, but it is 
commercially obtainable. 
We fumi- 


gate the corn by placing it in a closed 
box in which is suspended a cloth sat- 
urated with the oil. The fumes do 
the work. 


"We think well enough of^present 


indications to make known our find- 
ings at this time, so that farmers who 
are facing a critical seed corn situa- 
tion may try out the process if they

The extreme cold weather this win-

through frosted combs and wattles of 
fowls. In the large-comb breeds both 
cocks and hens are affected. The fe- 
males of the breeds, having medium- 
sized combs, are not often seriously in- 
jured by frost, but when the mercury 
goes below zero the combs and wattles 
of the males are often very badly 
nipped. 


TV--* Before Thawing. 


When first frozen the comb and wat- 


tles retain their normal color, except 
for a slight whiteness of the skin of 
the frozen parts. After the affected 
parts thaw out they turn dark in color, 
and there is more or less inflammation 
in them and the adjacent parts. Treat- 
ment Is most beneficial if first applied 
before the frozen parts begin to thaw. 
At this stage the best treatment is to 
rub with cold vaseline or lard, manipu- 
lating gently with the fingers to draw 
the frost gradually and restore circu- 
lation. When the frost is out anoint 
the parts with a mixture of 5 table- 
spoonfuls vaseline, 2 tablespoonfuls 
glycerine, 1 tablespoonful turpentine. 
Apply this two or three times a day, 
keeping the bird In a cool (not cold) 
place. If the frostbite is not noticed 
until thawing has occurred, omit the 
first rubbing. 


Use of Vaseline. 


The thin wattles of males are most 


susceptible, especially when they are 
wet as the bird drinks. In severe cold 
weather it i« best not to give males ac- 
cess to open drinking vessels except 
during the warmer hours of the day. 
The combs are usually frosted at night 
when the birds are on the roosts. A 
curtain of burlap or of cotton cloth 
hung before the roost will often keep

The body 


heat of the chickens is the 
source of warmth. 
A box 18 


inches square and 8 inches deep 
makes a good hover of this type. 
Adjustable quilts or covers are 
used. The number and position 
of the quilts over the chickens 
in this box are regulated accord- 
Ing to weather and the number 
of chicks. In very cold weather 
the quilts should sag so as to 
rest on the backs of the newly 
hatched chicks, and there should 
be little or no empty space in 
the hover. In warmer weather 
or with older chickens the quilts 
or covers are raised or part of 
them removed. From 12 to 40 
chicks are usually placed In a 
fireless brooder, 25 being the av- 
erage number, while small lots 
do better than larger ones under 
this method. When first placed 
In the flreless brooder, the 
chicks may have to be put under 
the hovers frequently until they 
learn where to get warm.

This lesson deals with the last of 


those four events which mark the 
crisis in the life of our Lord at Caper- 
naum. It occurred just before the third 
period of his Gahelean ministry and 
the time of his final departure for Jeru- 
salem. We have seen what the atti- 
tude of Jesus was toward the law of 
his nation. In this lesson we see his 
attitude toward the rabbinical tradi- 
tions of the people which were the 
opinions of men and not the law oi 
God. 
Just so many today look upon 


the forms and ceremonies of the 
church as being verily the law of God 
Moreover, these traditions were made 
a pretext whereby men evaded th 
law. So today we find men very relig 
ious and punctilious in their churchlj 
duties, who fail miserably in their ap 
plication of the moral code to conduct 
The analysis falls into four genera 
divisions: One, the accusation, (vv 
1-5 ; two, the answer, (w. 6-13) ; three 
the application, (vv. 14-23)., and four 
the illustration, (vv. 24-37?. 


I. The Accusation, (vv. 1-5). The

swer of Jesus reveals the very oppo- 
site ideal. He begins by calling the 
Pharisees hypocrites. A hypocrite is 8 
play actor—one who hides behind a 
mask. 
Applying the 
prophecy pJ 


Isaiah, Jesus plainly tells the Pharisees 
that they are hiding their true charac 
ter behind the mask of ceremonial 
cleansing. Snch play acting is but a 
poor imitation of the real heart con- 
dition demanded of God, (Psa. 51:10). 
Their hearts were far from God, even 
though with their lips they professed 
to serve him. The love we express to

HENHOUSE WARM BUT AIRY. 


Usually a poultry house can be kept 


well ventilated without making it un- 
comfortably .cold for the hens except 
In the very coldest weather.

Then came the word, "Three minutes 
to go; upon the lifting of the barrage 
and on the blast of the whistles, 'Over 
the top with the best o' luck and give 
them hell.'" The famous phrase of 
the western front. The Jonah phrase 
of the western front. To Tommy it 
means if you are lucky enough to come 
back you will be minus an arm or a 
leg. Tommy hates to be wished the 
best of luck; so, when peace is de- 
clared, If it ever Is, and you meet a 
Tommy on the street, just wish him the 
best of-luck and duck the brick that 
follows. 


I glanced again at my wrist watch. 


We all wore them and you could hardly 
call us "sissies" for doing so. It was a 
minute to four. I could see the hand 
move to the" twelve, then a dead si- 
lence. It hurt. Everyone looked up 
to see what had happened, hut not for 
long. Sharp whistle blasts rang out 
along the trench, and with a cheer the 
men scrambled up the ladders. The 
bullets were cracking overhead, and 
occasionally a machine gun would rip 
and tear the top of the sandbag para 
pet. How I got up that ladder I will 
never know. The first ten feet out In 
front was agony. 
Then we passed 


through lanes in our barbed wire. ] 
knew I was running, but could feel no 
motion below the waist. Patches on 
the ground seemed to float to the rear 
as If I were on a treadmill and scen- 
ery was rushing past me.

stumble and fall. Some would try to 
get up, while others remained huddled 
and motionless.

barbed wire came into view and 
seemed carried on a tide to the rear. 
Suddenly, in front of me loomed a 
bashed-in trench about four feet wide. 
Queer-looking forms like mud turtles 
were shambling up its wall. One of 
these forms seemed to slip and then 
rolled to the bottom of the trench. I 
leaped across this intervening space. 
The man to my left seemed to pause in 
midair, then pitched head down into 
the German trench. I laughed out loud 
in my delirium. Upon alighting on the 
other side of the trench I came to with 
a sudden jolt. Right In front of me 
loomed a giant form with a rifle which 
looked about ten feet long, on the end 
of which seemed seven bayonets. These 
flashed in the air In front of me. Then 
through my mind flashed the admoni- 
tion of our bayonet Instructor back In 
Blighty. He had said, "whenever you 
get in a charge and run your bayonet 
up to the hilt into«a German the Fritz 
will fall. Perhaps your rifle will be 
wrenched from your grasp. Do not 
waste time, if the bayonet is fouled 
In his equipment, by putting your foot 
on his stomach and tugging at the rifle 
to extricate the bayonet. 
Simply 


press the trigger and the bullet will 
free It." In my present situation this 
was the logic, but for the life of me 
I could not remember how he had told 
me to get my bayonet into the Ger- 
man. 
To me this was the paramount 


issue. I closed my eyes and lunged 
forward. My rifle was torn from my 
hands. I,must have gotten the Ger- 
man because he had 
disappeared. 


About twenty feet to my left front 
was a huge Prussian nearly six feet 
four inches In height, a fine specimen 
of physical manhood. The bayonet 
from his rifle was missing, but he 
clutched the barrel in both hands and 
was swinging the butt around his head. 
I could almost hear the swish of the 
butt passing-through the air. Three 
little Tommies were engaged with him. 
They looked like pigmies alongside of 
the Prussian. The Tommy on the left ! 
was gradually circling to the rear of 
his opponent. It was a funny sight to 
see them duck the swinging butt and 
try to Jab him at the- same time. The 
Tommy nearest me received the butt 
of the German's rifle in a smashing 
blow below the right temple.

smashed his head like an eggshell. He 
pitched forward on his side and a con- 
vulsive shudder ran through his body. 
Meanwhile the other Tommy had 
gained the rear of the Prussian. Sud- 
denly about four Inches of bayonet 
protruded from the throat of the Prus- 
sian soldlec, who staggered forward 
and fell. I will never forget the look 
of blank astonishment that came over 
his face. 


Then something hit me in the left 


shoulder and my left side went numb. 
It felt as. If a hot poker was being 
driven through me. I felt no pain— 
Just a sort of nervous shock. A bay- 
onet had pierced me from the rear. I 
fell backward on the ground, but was 
not unconscious, because I could see 
dim objects moving around me. Then 
a flash of light In front of m'y eyes and 
unconsciousness. 
Something had hit 


me on the head. I have never found 
out what It was. 


I dreamed I was being tossed about 


In an open boat on a heaving sea and 
opened my eyes. The moon was shin- 
ing. I was on a stretcher being car- 
ried down one of our communication 
trenches. At the advanced first-aid 
post my wounds were dressed, and 
then I was put into .an ambulance and 
sent to one of the base hospitals. The 
wounds in my shoulder and head were 
not serious and in six weeks I had re- 
joined my company for service In the 
front line.
